Twice Pastor For Local Church From 


1869 to 1871, and From

Atter a life of active service for 
the cause of Christianity, thirty-nine 
years of which he devoted unstint­ 
ingly to preaching in various Meth­ 
odist Episcopal churches in Indiana, 
the Rev. A. X. Marlatt, age seventy- 
t 
seven years, twice the pastor of the 
Methodist church in this city, died 
thi> morning at his home in Conners­ 
ville after a prolonged illness. 
The 
deceased was the lather of Mrs. J. II. 
Scholl, corner of Jackson and Sev­ 
enth streets. 
Many Rushville 
people remember 
well when the Rev. Mr. Marlatt wa> 
pastor of the St. Paul M.. E. church 
of Rushville. 
lie assumed the local 
pastorate first iii June, 1869, when in 
the prime of life, to fill out an unex­ 
pired term, and remained until Sep­ 
tember, 1871. lie was sent back here 
bv the 
conference 
in 
September, 
1870, fixe years later, and remained 
for ihree years until he was assigned 
to another church by the conference 
in September, 1879. 
The Rev. Mr. Marlatt retired from 
the active ministry nine years ago 
because of declining health. 
For a 
man of his age he wa* in very good 
health, but was not able to carry on 
the active and strenuous dutier- of a 
pa>tor. 
He resided in Connersville, 
where he was held iii high 
esteen^ 
during the nine years after he 
was 
superannuated. 
About a year ago the venerable old 
Christian man was 
stricken 
with 
what the physicians believed to be 
paralysis, but which later developed 
to be asphasia. 
At the 
time his 
health was broken it was feared that 
he would not 
survive, 
and 
grave 
fear- Mere held out le>t he would not 
recover. But his rugged constitution 
was able t<> withstand the test 
and 
the end Mas held off for a year al­ 
though 
his 
r e la tiv e s 
and 
close 
friends knew- that death was inevi­ 
table in tile course of a year or so. 
The pec uliar 
course the 
disease 
took caused the Rev. Mr. Marlatt to 
lo>e the power of speech. 
Thi> was 
the reason f o r the doctors first di­ 
agnosing his ailment as 
paralysis. 
Although he recovered sufficiently so 
that he wa* able to walk about, he 
could not talk as he did of yore. This 
irreparable !<•>< was due to a blood 
clot in the organ of speech. 
He re­ 
gained I i> 
*»;»eech, however, some 
time ago. 
Fistula was the direct cau>e of his 
demise. 7hi> disease had been wast­ 
ing his body away for several months 
and in his weakened condition he was 
unable to offset its onslaughts. 
His 
death occurred at five o’clock this 
morning. He lost consciousness yes­ 
terday afternoon at four o’clock, up 
to which time he recognized all the 
members of 
his 
family 
gathered 
about his bedside. 
The Rev. Mr. Marlatt 
was born 
June 27. 1835. in an obscure country 
place in Wayne county, north of Mil­ 
ton. just over the 
Wa yne - Fa yette 
county line, 
ne was 
the 
son of 
Tin mas and Elizabeth Marlatt, who 
moved to Indiana to seek their for­ 
tune and settled in Wayne county 
some lime lief* re the birth of their 
sod. 
Mr. Marlatt got the best education 
the country schools of that day af­ 
forded. He yearned for a better ed­ 


ucation. and became a student in As-

Attorney General Honan Holds That 


Proposed Constitutional Amendment 


Giving the Legislature the Right to 


Prescribe Qualifications Fer Adm is­ 


sion to Practice Law iii the Indiana 


Courts Is No Longer Pending. 


Indiana!oils, Sept. 14.—In an opin­ 
ion to Secretary of State Ellingham, 
Attorney General Honan takes the 
view’ that the proposed amendment to 
the state e msttution giving the legis­ 
lature the right to prescribe qualifica­ 
tions for admission to practice law’ in 
Indiana courts is not to go on the bal­ 
lot this year. 
This proposed amendment failed to 
get a majority of all votes cast at the 
election of 1910. It also failed in 1906. 
Mr. Honan bases his opinion on a de­ 
cision of the supreme court in 1880, in 
which it was held that constitutional 
amendments shall not be submitted 
again to the people except through a 
valid statute. Hence as the legislature 
of 1911 took no steps to submit this 
measure again, it is the opinion of the 
attorney general that it is not now- 
pending. 
This proposed amendment, common­ 
ly known as the “lawyers’ am end­ 
ment.” got considerable notice during 
the argument in the last legislature 
concerning the act providing for a 
“new’’ constitution, since held invalid. 
By many the view’ was 
taken that 
since the “lawyers* am endm ent” had 
failed because of a lack of majority of 
all x'otcs cast at the election, and not 
because 
votes bad been registered 
against it. that it still was pending, 
and was a bar to any other amend­ 
ments being submitted.

The testimony of the court was that 
after they attended a reception to the 
freshmen by President Venable, they 
took Rand ire rn his room and placed 
him on the i amel and forced him to 
sing and dance. 
Robert Welle ns. roommate of Rand, 
was also forced to dance and sing, and 
in a fall received slight injuries. Rand 
dropped from the barrel, fell upon the 
broken bottle, which pierced the jugu­ 
lar vein and carotid artery, and bled 
to death in ten minutes. 
Two of the 
sophomores Ped, but the other two 
called doctors. 
The boy died before 
a doctor could reach Rand, and at the 
instance of President Venable the four 
men were arrested.

General Nogi and the countess had 
attended the funeral services of the 
emperor at the palace here.

conclusion of the ceremony at the 
palace they withdrew to their modest 
home in Akasaki, a suburb of Tokio, 
and there began preparations for their 
end. 
The general cut his throat with 
a short sword, while the countess 
committed bari kari. 
A student who 
resided with the Nogis found them 
dying. 
The tragedy created a profound sen­ 
sation. The so who knew General Nogi 
well declared that his calmness in kill­ 
ing himself was the kind of stoicism 
he always had displayed. 
It is written that after the capture 
of Talienwan in the war between 
China and Japan, General Nogi, then 
commander of a brigade, stood apart 
from tile other officers who were di­ 
recting the reconstruction of walls 
broken by the Japanese fire, and when 
they looked toward him they found he 
was in tears, 
Nogi turned to them 
and called for a “banzai” to the em­ 
peror, through whose virtue the vic­ 
tory was won. Nogi seldom took cred­ 
it to himself for the greatness of his 
exploits. 
It was the merit of the em­ 
peror which had won the battle. 
He 
was mf*roly the servant and the great­ 
ness of the em peror had prevailed. 


Melanie Military Career. 


Nogi sprang from the race of the 
Samurai. 
Ile was horn in Choshu. a 
few miles from Tokio. in 1849. 
The 
generalship of Nogi first sprang into 
prominence at the battle of Kinchow. 
fought during the Japanese-Chinese 
war in the fall of 1894. 
Kinchow, a 
walled c ity on the Liaotong peninsula, 
was in the same area of conflict where 
Nogi won distinction in the Russian 
war fen years later. 
At the close of 
the former war Nogi retired to his 
house in Tokio, where he spent his 
time over his war books and war maps, 
preparing for the struggle that he 
knew 
must 
come 
against 
Russia. 
Nogi sent his two sons to the military 
college, with the intention of prepar­ 
ing them for the war when it should 
rome. 
Both sons went to the front. 
The two boys were killed, the elder at 
Nanshan. the younger in the melee 
around 203 Metre hill in front of Port 
Arthur. 
Nogi’s capture of Port Arthur in the 
Russian-Jap war, after a stubborn and 
prolonged siege, was viewed as the 
greatest feat of his career. The terms 
of the capitulation of the stronghold 
were settled in a Straw-thatched hut. 
Nogi came up to greet General Stoes 
se! on horseback. The little. Japanese 
dismounted and grasped the hand of 
the Russian standing on the ruins of 
the last fort to be sent skyward under 
the impulse of an exploded mine. 
“I never expected to meet so pleas 
ant a gentleman. ’ said Stoessel, after­ 
ward. 
“He seemed more like an old 
friend than the leader of a hostile 
army.” 
In 1907 Nogi, at the command of the 
emperor, took the honorary presiden­ 
cy of a school for young peeresses. 
He put them under such rigorous rule 
that their preceptress rebelled.

ordered them to wear cotton dresses 
and discard the silk gowns to which 
they were used. 
When the precep­ 
tress objected, he ordered her to leave 
and the young peeresses threatened to 
follow. But so strict was the general’s 
military rule that they remained and 
the preceptress went.

And he trie rf to call ba *k to Japan the 
old ideals cf Spartan life from which

CURING DISEASED METALS 


It has been discovered that the met­ 
al aluminum has a disease, 
and 
a 
careful diagnosis by chemists 
dis­ 
closes the fact that it is proably due 
to the action of water containing lime. 
Tin is made ill by extreme cold, and 
some other metals have their pests 
just as plants and vegetables have. 
and it takes careful investigation and 
a long series of experiments to learn 
the source of the trouble. 
The alum- j 
inurn illness was treated first by Pro- 
fesors Heyn and Bauer of the labora­ 
tory at Gross-Lichterfelde, near Ber­ 
lin. 
Cooking utensils were found to be j 
most affected, 
and the 
experiments 
were begun on several 
pots which 
were made by cold rolling. 
Numerous 
spots on their surface lay in particu­ 
lar directions, running straight on the 
flat bottom, and in curved lines on the j 
convex sides. 
They corresponded to 
the direction of stretching of the met­ 
al. 
Chemical tests of the deposit at 
the spots indicated showed the pres-; 
ence of water, alumina and lime. Sim­ 
ilar metal was then subjected to ai; 
the conditions that had surrounded 
the use of the kitchen utensils. It was 
early concluded that neither impurities 
in the metal nor atmospheric changes 
were responsible for the disease. 
It appeared, however, that city wa­ 
ter had a deleterious effect on the 
general health of the aluminum sheets 
undergoing the test. 
The 
thickest 
sheets were attacked by the city wa­ 
ter. 
After analyzing the water and 
continuing the experiments with dif­ 
ferent kinds of water, Professor Heyn 
was able to decide that 
lime 
salts 
were probably the cause of the dis­ 
ease. and suggests 
that 
aluminum 
utensils be subjected as little as pos­ 
sible to limy water. 


MAKING SOFT IRON HARD 


The manner in which soft iron may 
be converted into hard faced arm or 
plate by the infusion process appears 
in the case of a test which has re­ 
cently been made. 
A bullet was fired 
from a rifle at a distance of thirty-six 
feet against the surface of an iron 
plate which had been treated by the 
infusion process, striking with a ve­ 
locity of 2,700 feet 
a 
second. 
The 
hardened surface caused the rifle ball 
to rebound with such directness that 
It struck the stock of the gun from 
which it had been fired, imbedding it­ 
self in the wood and narrowly escap­ 
ing the person of the m arksman by 
whom the shot had been fired.

OBSERVE ANCIENT CEREMONY 


The ancient ceremony of the plant 
ing of the “penny hedge,” or horn- 
garth, was observed 
recently 
near 
Whitby, England. 
The custom is sup­ 
posed to be of feudal origin.

servance is connected with a farm 
about six miles from Whitby near 
Robin Hood’s Bay, and if the cere­ 
mony be not duly observed “on the 
morn of the eve of Ascension Day” 
the farm lands must revert to the 
holder or holders of

The tenant of the farm along 
with the bailiff lays the hedge with 
“ten stakes, ten strout-stowers, and 
ten yedders."

SACRED CATTLE FOR BEEF 


There are nearly 2,500 sacred cat­ 
tle of India on 
the 
ranches 
near 
Pierce and Port 
Lavaca, 
Tex., and 
elsewhere throughout 
the 
state of 
Oklahoma. 
A strange looking crea­ 
ture. indeed, is the sacred cow. 
Its 
distinctive characteristic 
is 
a huge 
lump at its shoulders, an unusually 
prominent “dew’lap” and large, droop­ 
ing ears. 
While the original importa­ 
tion of the humped Zuba cattle has 
grown to a remarkable degree, never­ 
theless the most interest is attached 
to the crossing of the type with our 
domestic cattle. 
It has been found 
that the cross-breeds remain relatively 
free from ticks while other stock In 
the same pastures w’ould be literally 
covered with these pests, which cause 
the dreaded “Texas fever," necessitat­ 
ing the frequent quarantining of the 
whole southwestern 
cattle 
district. 
The Brahman cross-bred cattle appear 
likewise to be less affected by other 
parasites and pestiferous insects, such 
as mosquitoes, hornflies, gadflies, etc., 
and to withstand better the warm, dry 
climata and other semi-tropical condi­ 
tions present in the gulf section of the 
United States than do the native cat­ 
tle. 
It is also claimed that they make 
a grade of beef superior to that of the 
native cattle. 
Englishmen in India 
long ago learned that the sacred cattle 
make excellent beef, the hump, which 
sometimes reaches 
a 
weight of 50 
pounds, being especially prized. 
About 30 years ago a number of the 
sacred cattle were introduced in Texas 
and crossed with native cattle, but as 
the original strain gradually deterior­ 
ated, the departm ent of agriculture 
was requested by A. P. Borden to 
make a further importation of Indian 
cattle for the Pierce ranch with a 
view* of restoring this strain of blood. 
The secretary granted him this per­ 
mit, but on account of the very dan­ 
gerous live stock diseases prevailing 
in India the department required the 
strictest possible precautions to pre­ 
vent the introduction of any of these 
contagions. 
Not only were the ani­ 
mals purchased inspected by a repre­ 
sentative of the department In India, 
but also on their arrival here. It was 
during one of these examinations in 
quarantine that it was discovered that 
three of the zebus w’ere infected with 
surra. 
These were promptly killed 
and burned. Subsequent examinations 
showed others to be infected with the 
disease— probably carried by flies and 
mosquitoes—and these were promptly 
killed. 
On November 14. 1906, the 
secretary of agriculture released the 
animals—33 in number—from quaran­ 
tine. as the last seven series of test 
were successively negative and as 
killing frosts had already occurred, re­ 
sulting in the disappearance of all 
Ties and mosquitoes. 
• While the majority of sacred cattle 
on exhibition In circuses and zoologi­ 
cal gardens are of the smaller breeds, 
weighing about two hundred and fifty 
pounds and standing not higher than 
three feet, the types of Indian cattle 
selected for this importation were of 
the larger breeds, standing as high as 
six feet and weighing up to 
1,860 
pounds. 


ABRAHAM’S OAK, 
PALESTINE

The Rev. A. N. Mariatt, 39 Years a 


Preacher in M. E. Church, Ex- 


pires at Connersville Home. 


UNCONSCIOUS FOR 
13 HOURS 


Twice Pastor For Local Church From 


1869 to 1871, and From 


1876 to 1879. 


After a life of active service for 


the cause of Christianity, thirty-nine 
years of which he devoted unstint- 
ingly to preaching in various Meth- 
odist Episcopal churches iu Indiana, 
the Rev. A. N. Mariatt, age seventy- 
seven years, twice the pastor of the 
Methodist church in this city, died 


" this morning at his home in Conners- 


ville after a prolonged illness. The 
deceased was the father of Mrs. 3. EL 
Scholl, corner of Jackson and Sev- 
enth streets. 


Many Rushville people remember 


well when the Eev. Mr. Mariatt was 
pastor of the St. Paul M..E. church 
of Kushville. 
He assumed the local 


pastorate first in June, 1869, when in 
the prime of life, to fill out an unex- 
pired term, and remained until Sep- 
tember, 1871. 
He was sent back here 


by the 
conference in 
September, 


1876, five years later, and remained 
for three years until he was assigned 
to another church by the conference 
in September, 1879. 


The Eev. Mr. Mariatt retired from 


the active ministry nine years ago 
because of declining health. For a 
man of his age he was in very good 
health, but was not able to carry on 
the active and strenuous duties of a 
pastor. He resided in Connersville, 
where he was held in high esteenv 
during the nine years after he was 
superannuated. 


About a year ago the venerable old 


Christian man was 
stricken 
with 


what the physicians believed to be 
paralysis, but which later developed 
to be asphasia. 
At. the 
time his 


health was broken it was feared that 
he would not survive, and 
grave 


fears were held out lest he would not 
recover. But his rugged constitution 
was able to withstand the test and 
the end was held off for a year al- 
though 
his 
relatives 
and 
close 


friends knew that death was inevi- 
table in the course of a year or so. 


The peculiar 
course the 
disease 


took caused the Rev. Mr. Mariatt to 
lose the power of speech. This was 
the reason for the doctors first di- 
agnosing his ailment as paralysis. 
Although he recovered sufficiently so 
that he was able to walk about, he 
could not talk as he did of yore. This 
irreparable loss was due to a blood 
clot in the organ of speech. He re- 
gained his speech, however, some 
time ago. 


Fi=tula was the direct cause of his 


demise. This disease had been wast- 
ing his body away for several months 
and in his weakened condition he was 
unable to offset its onslaughts. His 
death occurred at five o'clock this 
morning. He lost consciousness yes- 
terday afternoon at four o'clock, up 
to which time he recognized all the 
members of 
his family gathered 


about his bedside. 


The Rev. Mr. Mariatt 
was born 


June 27. 3835. in an obscure country 
place in Wayne county, north of Mil- 
ton, 
.lust over the Wayne:Fayette 


county line. He was 
the 
son of 


Thomas and Elizabeth Mariatt. who 
moved to Indiana to seek thei? for- 
hiue awl settled in Wayne county 
some time before the birth of their 
son.

Police Force Named By a Civil 


Service Committee, 


Attorney General Honan Holds That 


Proposed Constitutional Amendment 
Giving the Legislature the Right to 
Prescribe Qualifications Fpr Admis- 
sion to Practice Law in the Indiana 
Courts Is No Longer Pending. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 14.—In an opin- 


ion to Secretary of State Ellingham, 
Attorney General Honan takes the 
view that the proposed amendment to 
the state consttution giving'the legis- 
lature the right to prescribe qualifica- 
tions lor admission to practice law in 
Indiana courts is not to go on the bal- 
lot this year. 


This proposed amendment failed to 


get a majority or' all votes cast at the 
election of 1910. It also failed in 1906 
Mr. Honan bases his opinion on a de- 
cision of the supreme court in 1880, in 
which it was held that constitutional 
amendments shall not be submitted 
again to the people except through a 
valid statute. Hence as the legislature 
ot 1911 took no steps to submit this 
measure again, it is the opinion of the 
attorney general that it is not now 
pending. 


This proposed amendment, common- 


ly known as the "lawyers' amend- 
ment," got considerable notice during 
the argument in the last legislature 
concerning the act providing for a 
"new" constitution, since held invalid. 
By many the view was 
taken that 


since the "lawyers' amendment" had 
failed because of a lack of majority of 
all votes cast at the election, and not 
because votes had been registered 
against it, that it still was pending 
and was a bar to any other amend- 
ments being submitted. 


New York, Sept. 14.—Following his 


chief, r^rayor Gaynor, on ths witness 
stand st the aldermanic committee's 
investigation of the police depart- 
ment, Police Commissioner Waldo put 
the responsibility for the character of 
the men in his department squarely 
up to the municipal civil service com- 
mittee. He said that investigation of 
applicants for appointment as police- 
men, 
which formerly was made by a 


special bureau of the department after 
the civil service commission had cer- 
tified a list, had been abandoned by 
his orders and at the mayor's direc- 
tion because, as he believed, two in- 
vestigations meant a duplication of 
work and because a new bureau was es- 
tablished in the civil service commis- 
sion for the purpose. The records of 
certain applicants in the possession of 
the police department, showing that 
these would-be policemen had been 
arrested • for this, that and the other 
thing, Mr. Waldo said, he had turned 
over to the civil service commission, 
and, 
when the same names were re- 


turned to him he appointed the men 
to the department on the assumption 
that the commission had made a prop- 
er investigation of them.

Four College Boys Held On 


Murder Charge. 


Raleigh, X. C., Sept. 14.—Upon the- 


charge of murder, four terror-stricken 
youths stood defendants in court, 
the result of the hazing of Isaac WI1-. 
liam Rand, son of a prominent lumber- 
man of Smithfield. 


The accused are sophomores at the 


University of North Carolina. 
They 


took Rand from his bed and made him 
sing and dance .until he fell from a 
barrel and cut his throat on a broken 
bottle. The accused belong to widely 
known families. They are Robert W. 
Oldham of Raleigh; A. R. Styron, min- 
isterial candidate, of Wilmington; W. 
C. Merrirnan, Wilmington, and A. C. 
Hatch of Monroe. 


The testimony of the court was that 


after they attended a reception to the 
freshmen by President Venable, they 
took Rand 1'rom his room and placed 
him on the barrel and forced him to 
sing and dance. 


Robert Wellons, roommate of Rand, 


was also forced to dance and sing, and 
in a fall received slight injuries. Rand 
dropped from the barrel, fell upon the 
broken bottle, which pierced the jugu- 
lar vein and carotid artery, and bled 
to death in ten minutes. Two of the 
sophomores fled, but the other two 
called. doctors. The boy died before 
a doctor could reach Rand, and at the 
instance of President Venable the four 
men were arrested. Governor Kitchin

deeply into the matter, and be pre- 
pared to give a statement at the spe- 
cial meeting of the trustees called for 
this purpose.

With Stoicism and Loyalty Worthy of 


Ancient Samurai, to Whose Tradi- 
tions Gen. Nogi Fondly Clung, Hero 
of Port Arthur and His Faithful Wife 
Withdraw From Funeral of Beloved 
Emperor and Give Up Their Lives. 


Tokio, Sept. 14. — Following the 


funeral ceremonies for Emperor Mut- 
suhito, General Count Marosuke Nogi, 
supreme military councillor, the hero 
at the siege of Port Arthur and many 
other notable engagements, and his 
wife committed hari kari, and died 
soon afterward from their self-inflict 
ed wounds. 


General Nogi and the countess hac 


attended the funeral services of the 
emperor at the palace here. At the 
conclusion of the ceremony at the 
palace they withdrew to their modest 
home in Akasaki, a suburb of Tokio 
and there began preparations for their 
end. The general cut his throat with 
a short sword, while the countess 
committed hari kari. A student who 
resided with the Nogis found them 
dying. 


The tragedy created a profound sen 


sation. Those who knew General Nogi 
well declared that his calmness in kill- 
ing himself was the kind of stoicism 
he always had displayed. 


It is written that after the capture 


of Talienwan in the war between 
China and Japan, General Nogi, then 
commander of a brigade, stood apart 
from the other officers who were di- 
recting the reconstruction of walls 
broken by the Japanese fire, and when 
they looked toward him they found he 
was in tears. Nogi turned to them 
and called for a "banzai" to the em- 
peror, through whose virtue the vic- 
tory was won. Nogi seldom took cred- 
it to himself for the greatness of his 
exploits. It was the merit of the em- 
peror which had won the battle. He 
was merely the servant and the great- 
ness of the emperor had prevailed. 


Notable Military Career. 


Nogi sprang from the race of the 


Samurai. He was born in Choshti, a 
few miles from Tokio, in 1849. 
The 


generalship of Xogi first sprang into 
prominence at the battle of Kinchow, 
fought during the Japanese-Chinese 
war in the fall of 1894. Kinchow. a 
walled city on the Liaotong peninsula, 
was in the same area of conflict where 
Nogi won distinction in the Russian 
war ten years later. At the close of 
the former war Nogi retired to his 
house in Tokio, where he spent his 
time over his war books and war maps, 
preparing( for the struggle that he 
knew must come against Russia. 
Nogi sent his two sons to the military 
college, with the intention of prepar- 
ing them for the war when it should 
come. Both sons went to the front. 
The two boys were killed, the elder at 
Nanshan, the younger in the melee 
around 203 Metre hill in front of Port 
Arthur. 


Nogi's capture of Port Arthur in the 


Russian-Jap war, after a stubborn and 
prolonged siege, was viewed as the 
greatest feat of his career. The terms 
of the capitulation of the stronghold 
were settled in a straw-thatched hut. 
Nogi came up to greet General Stoes 
sel on horseback. The little. Japanese 
dismounted and grasped the hand of 
the Russian standing on the ruins of 
the last fort to he sent skyward under 
the impulse of an exploded mine. 


T never expected to meet so pleas- 


ant a gentleman," said Stoessel, after- 
ward. "He seemed more like an old 
friend than the leader of a hostile 
army." 


In 1907 Nogi, at the command of the 


emperor, took the honorary presiden- 
cy of a school for young peeresses. 
He put them under such rigorous rule 
that their preceptress rebelled. Nogi 
ordered them to wear cotton dresses 
and discard the silk gowns to which 
they were used. When the precep- 
tress objected, he ordered her to leave 
and the young peeresses threatened to 
follow. But so strict was the general's 
military rule that they remained and 
the preceptress went. Nogi took that 
place cut cf loyalty to the emperor. 
And he tried to call back to Japan the 
old ideals cf Spartan life from which 
he feared the people were falling 
away. It may be that his death was 
an attempt to remind the people of 
the old Japan's strict rules of living, 
an attempt in which he involved his 
wife. 


Shidzu, whom he married more than 


thirty years ago. was fifty-three years 
old when she onpred her husband's 
death. She had bcr-n schooled in the 
military traditions rnd followed Nogi's 
ife with the faithfulness of the an- 
cient rule. She accepted the death of 
ler two sons as rart of her obligation 
o the emperor.

The manner in which soft iron may 


be converted into hard faced armor 
plate by the infusion process appeal* 
in the case of a test which has re- 
cently been made. A bullet was fired 
from a rifle at a distance of thirty-six 
feet against the surface of an iron 
plate which had been treated by the 
infusion process, striking with a Te- 
locity of 2,700 feet a second. 
The 


hardened surface caused the rifle ball 
to rebound with such directness that 
it struck the stock of the gun from 
which it had been fired, imbedding it- 
self in the wood and narrowly escap- 
ing the person of the marksman by 
whom the shot had been fired. 


It has been discovered that the met- 


al aluminum has a disease, and a 
careful diagnosis by chemists dis- 
closes the fact that it is proably due 
to the action o£ water containing lime. 
Tin is made ill" by extreme cold, and 
some other metals have their pests 
just as plants and vegetables have, 
and it takes careful investigation and 
a long series of experiments to learn 
the source of the trouble. The alum- 
inum illness was treated first by Pro- 
fesors Heyn and Bauer of the labora- 
tory at Gross-Lichterfelde, near Ber- 
lin. 


Cooking utensils were found to be 


most affected, and the 
experiments 


were begun, on several 
pots which 


were made by cold rolling. Numerous 
spots on their surface lay in particu- 
lar directions, running straight on the 
flat bottom, and in curved lines on the 
convex sides. They corresponded to 
the direction of stretching of the met- 
al. Chemical tests of the deposit at 
the spots indicated showed the pres- 
ence of water, alumina and lime. Sim- 
ilar metal was then subjected to all 
the conditions that had surrounded 
the use of the kitchen utensils. It was 
early concluded that neither impurities 
in the metal nor atmospheric changes 
were responsible for the disease. 


It appeared, however, that city wa- 


ter had a deleterious effect on the 
general health of the aluminum sheets j 
undergoing the test. 
The 
thickest 


sheets were attacked by the city wa-1 
ter. 
After analyzing the water and 


continuing the experiments with dif- 
ferent kinds of water, Professor Heyn 
was able to decide that lime salts 
were probably the cause of the dis- 
ease, and suggests 
that 
alnminum 


utensils be subjected as little as pos- 
sible to limy water. 


GREAT PAGODA OF WU-CHANG 


OBSERVE ANCIENT CEREMONY 


The ancient ceremony of the plant- 


ing of the "penny hedge," or horn- 
garth, was observed recently near 
Whitby, England. The custom is sup- 
posed to be of feudal origin. Its ob- 
servance is .connected with a farm 
about six miles from Whltby near 
Robin Hood's Bay, and if the cere- 
mony be not duly observed "on the 
morn of the eve of Ascension Day" 
the farm lands must revert to the 
holder or holders of the 
manorial 


rights. The tenant of the farm along 
with the bailiff lays the hedge with 
"ten stakes, ten strout-stowers, and 
ten yedders." The ancient horn Is 
blown, the tenant shouts, "Out on ye, 
out on ye," and the ceremony it over.

SACRED; CATTLE FOR BEEF 


There are nearly 2,500 sacred cat* 


tie of India on the ranches near 
Fierce and Port Lavaca, Tex., and 
elsewhere throughout the state of 
Oklahoma. A strange looking crea- 
ture. Indeed, Is the sacred cow. Itt 
distinctive characteristic is a huge 
lump at Its ahonlders, an unusually 
prominent "dewlap" and large, droop- 
Ing ears. While the original importa- 
tion of the humped Zuba cattle has 
grown to a remarkable degree, never- 
theless the most interest is attached 
to the crossing of the type with our 
domestic cattle. It has been found 
that the cross-breeds remain relatively 
free from ticks while other stock in 
the same pastures .would be literally 
covered with these pests, which cause 
the dreaded "Texas fever," necessitat- 
ing the frequent quarantining of the 
whole southwestern 
cattle district 


The Brahman cross-bred cattle appear 
likewise to be less affected by other 
parasites and pestiferous Insects, such 
as mosquitoes, hornflies, gadflies, etc., 
and to withstand better the warm, dry 
climat^ and other semi-tropical condi- 
tions present in the gulf section of the 
United States than do the native cat- 
tle.' It is also claimed that they make 
a grade of beef superior to that of the 
native cattle. 
Englishmen in India 


long ago learned that the sacred cattle 
make excellent beef, the hump, which 
sometimes reaches a weight of 50 
pounds, being especially prized. 


About 30 years ago a number of the 


sacred cattle were introduced in Texas 
and crossed with native cattle, but as 
the original strain gradually deterior- 
ated, the department of agriculture 
was requested by A. P. Borden to 
make a further importation of Indian 
cattle for the Pierce ranch with a 
view of restoring this strain of blood. 
The secretary granted him this^ per- 
mit, but on account of the very dan- 
gerous live stock diseases prevailing 
in India the department required the 
strictest possible precautions to pre- 
vent the introduction of any of these 
contagions. Not only were the ani- 
mals purchased inspected by a repre- 
sentative of the department In India, 
but also on their arrival here. It was 
during one of these examinations in 
quarantine that it was discovered that 
three of the zebus were infected with 
surra. 
These were promptly killed 


and burned. Subsequent examinations 
showed others to be infected with the 
disease—probably carried by flies and 
mosquitees—and these were promptly 
killed. 
On November 14. 1906, the 


secretary of agriculture released the 
animals—33 in number—from quaran- 
tine, as the last seven series of test 
were successively negative and as 
killing frosts had already occurred, re- 
sulting in the disappearance ot all 
flies and mosquitoes. 
• While the majority of sacred cattle 
on exhibition in circuses and zoologi- 
cal gardens are of the smaller breeds, 
weighing about two hundred and fifty 
pounds and standing not higher than 
three feet, the types ot Indian cattle 
selected for this importation were of 
the larger breeds, standing as high as 
six feet and weighing up to 
1,860 


pounds.

A further point 
to be made is that the constitutional 
convention had no legal right to order 
a special election, as this was purely 
a legislative function.
